Thomng  Mc- 
Culloch,  John  Paiterson,  Thomas  Davidson,  Gporge  Srniih, 
John  McLean,  Junior,  Alexander  Grant,  Robert  Lowlvn,  and 
James  McGregor,  and  others,  have  a^re^-d  lo  pay  and  comri- 
bute  divers  sums  of  money  {ax  ihe  purpose  of  founding,  esla* 
blishiag,  and  raainlaining,  aa  Acadwmy  iu  i»ie  Duirici  of 
Piciou. 

And  Whereas  the  said  Edward  Mortimer,  Duncan  Rojs, 
Thomas  McCulliich.Juhn  P.uierson.  Thomas  Dividson.George 
Bmilh,  John  McLean,  Junior,  Alexander  Grant,  Roberl  Low- 
den,  and  James  McGreffor,  and  ilie  other  persons  who  have 
■greed  lo  pay  and  coiiiribuie  divers  t-ums  of  rnonny  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  are  Presbyteriana,  and  a  jjreat  mnjority  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  District  of  Piciou,  are  eiiher  Eiiiigranti 
from  Scotland;  or  are  the  Descendants  of  Emigrants  from 
Scolland,  where  the  Presbyterian  religion  previ»i|«<;  and  the 
•aid  Inhabitants  of  the  District  of  Pictou,  or  a  great  majority 
of  them,  do  now  profess  the  Presbvierian  religion,  and  are  de- 
sirous of  educating  their  children  therein:

as  shall  be  lierein  after  meniion«d  and  provided  for,  by  the 
name  of  (he  Trustees  of  tht  Pictou  Academy,  and  that  by  the 
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timoniime  ih^y  nhnll  h-^v*  pi»f penal  tneeeision,  and  a  com- 
mon Seal,  lo  If  iippiii'tifc)  hy  ihetn^elvef,  and  also,  to  luc 
and  be  lued,  irnpU';  I  nnd  he  impleaded,  in  all  Courtw  and 
Placet  wiiliin  iIih  Pif^vinceuf  Novj  Scuiia,  and  thry,  or  ilia 
major  pirt  of  ilieni,  f,l»nll  Imvo  power  from  Ume  to  lime,  to 
choose  (roni  noion^  ilu'n.»'flvt'S  their  Presideni.Vicp-Pre&idenf, 
and  other  OtH  t-r^,  ai  h/  hi\u\  fiOticrs  Patent  shall  be  directed, 
and  to  make  bye  iawj  ntui  onli'iiincej  for  the  regulation  a  -d

OF    EDUCATION. 

1.     As  the  funds   cf  the  AcuJeiny  iucrease,  the  Trustee* 
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shall  introrltice  th?  vririnui  pirn  of  Eilii''fttion  in  ihit  order 
which  appears  lo  iheiii  inoil  8ubservie»5l  lo  ihe  gt-neral  inte« 
rest)!  ofilic  Province. 

2.  The  course  <»f  EiIucjmIoi  fn  ihtf  me^n  lime  shall  he  as 
-ollows:  — English  ReiiiJitiw  and  Spt'lliiij:,  Gfuniiinir  and  Com- 
position, Wrisinjj,  AnilKnciii',  Book  ICei'pinij.Practicjl  M.iihe- 
matics,  including  N.ivicaiion  anil  L^nd  Surveying,  and 
ibe  Ofce  of  che  GlMbe>,  —  ilie  liitiri.  Gretk,  and  French  Lin* 
XBases,  Lfj?ic.  Rhetoric  and  Maril  Philosophy,  and  Univer- 
sal History, —  N.Uiira!  nnd  I\lt*(rlMn:c.rl  Philosophy,  Agricul- 
icral  Chcmisirv,  ihe  Higher  Hrandiea  of  Almhemulics,  wiih 
iheir  piaeiical  jippliraiions,  Algehra  and  Fluxions. 

3.  The  course  for  each  y^ar  shall  consist  of  two  terms, 
ihc  one  cfjintoencins:  in  J  intijry  and  «eniiiiiatin<;  in  July,  the 
»uher  corrimenciiif;  in  August  and  endiiifj  in  Dt^ceniher,  anil 
ihere  frhall  he  two  vacaiious,  of  a  farini^hl  at  CUrislinas  and 
.1  month  ai  niidsiKuiDcr. 

4.  Any  Siodeni  shall,  on  entering  the  Academy,  be  per- 
mitted to  join  those  classes  for  which,  on  examination,  he  is 
found  qualil'.^d. 

5.  The  F»"fs  of  Tuition,  shall  he  ei  ^ht  shillings  a  qiL-vrter 
for  the  Lower  Di-p^ttnent  For  the  serond  — one  pound  fiv« 
shillings  a  term.  For  the  third — one  pound  ten  shillings  a 
term  ;  in  all  instances  to  he  paid  to  the  Tre^^urer  in  advance. 

N.  B.  Students  atK^ndinij  the  s^'cond  Master,  may  attend 
any  of  the  Classes  iaui»nt  hy  the  fitsi  Master,  without  any 
aduitional  f  e  ;  and  Siudents  ait^'tidin?  the  third  Dt^partmeni, 
may  attend  any  of  »hf  Classt'S  lau^jhl  by  the  olber  Masters 
without  anv  addiiiunal  fee. 
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OF  STUDENTS. 

1.  There  shall  he  kept  hy  the  Trenstjrcr,  a  Register,  in 
which  shall  be  enrol'td  t!ie  iiiiiiics  of  nil  [lersons  admi'fcd 
mto  lije  Ai'ademy,  and  the  pi  .ce  of  residence  of  their  parenia. 

2.  In  the  admission  of  Smdenis,  no  religious  test  shal 
be  used  ;  nor  shall  the  M.isiers  m  any  .v;»y  inierlVre  with  the 
ifcligious  principles  of  liiose  who  are  under  tlieir  cha-ge. 

3.  No  Stoilent  shall  p-ofess  or  propjfjate  ai»y  atheistical 
or  »leistical  opinions,  or  any  principle  repugnant  to  loyally, 
oo  paiu  uf  tjcpubiuu. 
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4.  No  Siuden*.  shall  violate  the  laws  of  morality,  or  le 
any  way  act  inoonsi«tenily  wiih  the  established  usages  of 
iocinlioiercourse ;  and  the  general  conduct  of  all  attending 
the  Academy  shall  be  under  the  direciiun  and  control  of  the 
Masters,  who  aie  empoweied  to  puuish  ao'l  suspend  d** 
linquents. 

5,  Students  may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Masters, 
to  the  Standing  Coniniiitee  of  the  year,  and  ultimately  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  ia  tvhoin  alone  is  vested  the  power  of  ex« 
pulsion. 

G.  Each  Student,  whose  proficiency  and  good  conduct 
has  merited  npprohaiion,  shall  ai  the  conclusion  of  his  curse 
be  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  his  attendance,  improvement  and 
character,  signed  by  the  Masters,  and  also  by  the  Chairraaa 
or  Vice  CliairmaQ  of  the  Bjard  of  Trustees. 
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OP  THE  SECRETARY. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  record  the  transac- 
tions, and  to  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees — and  the  signature  of  the  Secretary,  with  the  coun- 
ter-signature of  the  Chairman  or  Vice  Chairman,  shall  give 
effect  to  any  resolution  of  the  Board;  atiJ  when  attached  to 
any  duoumeat  by  their  order,  shall  be  biodiog  oa  the  locoi- 
poraiioQ. 


OP  THE  TREASURER. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  take  charge  of  the 
funds  of  the  Institution,  and  to  dispose  of  them  under  the 
order  of  the  Board.— It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  receive  the 
fees  from  the  Students,  and  thereon  to  give  them  tickets  of 
admission  to  the  Academy; — also  to  keep  a  register,  in  which 
shall  be  enrol/cd  the  names  of  all  persons  so  adaiitted,  uiiU 
the  place  of  residence  of  their  parents. 


OP   THE  LIBRARY. 

1.  Studentf  may  be  allowed  to  peruse  such  books  from 
the  Library,  as  the  Masters  may  judge  to  bs  subjervient  to 
their  improvement. 

2.  Students,  if  reqtiired,  shall  deposit  in  the  hands  of  th« 
LibrariaD,  a  s'jqa  equivalent  to  the  book  ot  books  received 
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from  ihe  Library,  which  sum  thall  b«  rtiained  ti]l  (ht  bookt 
art  r«lunt«U. 
3.    Studentt  aball  pay  for  such  books  as  they  lose  or  icjurt.
